Apple Growers Turn 
Again To Pickers 
From Foreign Shores

K IN G S T O N — W ednesday was the 
first day for leg ally harv esting M acin ­ 
tosh apples in N ew York S tate and, as 
usual, 
local 
orchard 
growers 
hav e 
found them selv es in the m iddle of 
what has becom e their annual struggle 
to recruit enoug h dom estic or foreign 
workers to pick their crops. 
After m onths of working with the 
local em ploy m ent office and the social 
serv ices 
departm ent, 
fruit 
farmers 
hav e ag ain had to turn to im porting 
pickers from outside the state and the 
country . 
J ohn D. Barry , adm insitrativ e assis­ 
tant to Rep. H am ilton Fish, J r. ex ­ 
plained that this y ear’s “ bureaucratic 
snafu” centered around the D epart­ 
ment of Labor’s initial refusal to pro­ 
v ide 
"off-shore" 
or 
non-Am erican 
workers to farms requesting three or 
less additional em ploy es. 
“ Som ething like this has been hap­ 
pening for eig ht y ears that I’v e been 
working here in W ashing ton, and ev ery 


y ear we ask ourselv es, why ? ” he said. 
Another new wrinkle in this y ear’s 
picking problem centers around a pilot 
project to hire Puerto Rican nationals 
to supplem ent dom estic help instead 
of the traditional J am aican "off shore” 
help H udson Valley growers had come 
to rely on. 
Since Puerto Rico is an American 
com m onw ealth, the workers, 140 of 
whom 
arriv ed 
y esterday , 
are 
con­ 
sidered " d om estic” help and do not 
fall under the im m ig ration laws for 
foreign m ig rants. 
Ashton (W ink) Hart, a spokesm an 
for the growers, ex plained that New 
York and nine other apple growing 
states hav e been neg otiating w ith the 
Puerto Rican g ov ernm ent for the last 
14 m onths to secure the em ploy m ent 
ag reem ent. 
“ U .S . law requires farm ers to ex ­ 
haust all m eans of obtaining dom estic 
workers before they look out of the 
country . . . and we hav e done this for 
m onths." he said. 
Hart has asked for workers from the 
social serv ice rolls and from th e state 
em ploy m ent office as well as placing 
adds in region newspapers for local 
help. 
Ulster farmers hav e also cont racted 
for help from other states w ithin the 
country , espciallv south and sou th ­ 


west em areas, 
W srren Sm ith of th<; local 
.g ricul- 
ture Serv ice ex plains tn a t not all peo­ 
ple are suited for harv est woi it. 


“ I ’d consider m y sel'f in pre tty good 
sh a p e ,” said S m ith, “ and I spent the 
past few weeks doing a sp e c ia l project 
an d picking fruit in the 
field, and 
be’.iev e me I couldn’ t hav r 
lasted too 
m uch longer."

"There is no question that the hospital 
program is one of the big g est jobs w e’v e 
had in quite a while . . . but em ploy m ent 
has to be continuous, and they don’t com e 
too quick these day s," said M ulv in, busi­ 
ness ag ent of Carpenters Local 265 and 
v ice president of U lster C ounty Building 
Trades, an um brella labor group that 
cov ers 1,500 m em bers in K ing ston alone. 
A spokesm an for the prim e contractor

m uch locai personnel as p ossib le” on the 
two-y ear construction program . 
T he contracting firm, J am es B aranello

Baranello & Sons will ha’ id le only 30 
per cent of the project itself, 
prim arily the 
concrete work, and will sul jcontract the 
ex cav ation, m asonry , electr ical, heating , 
v entilation, plum bing and 
finish work. 
But presum ably the subcc -ntractors also 
w ill hav e to depend heav ily on local labor, 
Baranello said. 
W hile work m ay slow 
som ew hat this 
winter. Baranello still f oresaw a work 


force of two to four dozen persons at any 
g iv en tim e. 
Because of the specialized work in ­ 
v olv ed, wages will “ well ex ceed ” the 
m inim um s required on a federally g uar­ 
anteed project, he said. 
M ulv in ex pected the hospital project 
will inv olv e a “ sig n ifican t” num ber of 
area trades — "from beg inning to end, 
probably running into hundreds of peo­ 
p le.” 
It will be the larg est job for area trades 
since IBM built a $12 m illion addition 
sev eral y ears ago, M ulv in said. 
Area construction beg an to slip in 1973 
and by 1975 was "a d isaster,” he said. “ It 
sort of snow balls either way . N ow we hope 
it’s going the opposite way — u p .” 
T he Esopus Creek flood control project 
is scheduled to beg in in O ctober. T he first 
phase of the arterial hig hway project, a $6 
m illion bridge ov er the Rondout Creek, is 
supposed to beg in nex t spring . T he entire 
project will take about three y ears, state 
eng ineers hav e said.

Leg islature will get a second look at 
W illiam R 
W est’s proposal to put all 
social serv ices costs onto the county when 
it m eets Sept. 9. 
T he 
W oodstock 
leg islator’s proposal 
was unanim ously tabled when it cam e 
before the August session. It would m ake 
the 
county responsible for all public 
assistance in the county , w hich is one of 
only two in the state still div iding costs 
betw eeen county and tow ns. It m akes an 
ex ception in the case of the City of 
K ing ston, which could join only by a 
resolution of its Com m on Council. 
T he m easure has g ained support in 
W est’s own W oodstock district, which has 
one of the hig hest social serv ices bills in 
the 
county , 
but 
faces 
rough 
going 
elsew here. Its adoption would m ean that 
sev eral tow ns w ith sm all or non-ex istent 
welfare charg es would be forced to share 


the county burden. 
Towns would stil i hav e the option of 
establishing and m aintaining serv ice of­ 
fices, but would ha’ /e to pay the costs and 
the salaries of a so* ;ial serv ices officer and 
assistants if they 
did bo. 
U lster C ounty 
m ay join a sm all but 
growing rev olutioi i in the state if it adopts 
Leg islature Chai -man Peter J . Sav ag o’s 
resolution refusi ng to adopt any ad d i­ 
tional 
funds 
fc ir social 
serv ices. Erie 
County (Buffa! o) has already adopted 
such a resolutk in and the state has been 
ordered by the 
Court of A ppeals to pay 
such costs un* .il the m atter is resolv ed. 
For the pas t sev eral y ears the leg isla­ 
ture has passe d resolutions to raise money 
for the social serv ices departm ent when it 
has run sh ort, 
g enerally in the fall. 
S av ag o’s res olution notes th at the "Con­ 
stitution al 
rig hts of the U lster County 
Leg islature 
to gov ern its affairs is being

Yet another social serv ices resolution 
ag ain by Sav ag o, calls on Gov ernor Hugl 
Carey to call a special session of the stat 
leg islature to enact “ sig nificant welfar 
reform leg islation” prior to O ct.

Tra nsfers Beg in 
Fro m 2 Priso ns 


(By UP1) 
Officials have begun implementing a recommendation in a 
Commission of Correction report that inmate populations at 
Attica and Great Meadow prisons be reduced to ease tensions 
at the maximumsecurity facilities. 
Correctional Services Department officials began making the 
transfers Wednesday as peaceful “ strikes" by hundreds of 
prisoners continued at Great Meadow in Comstock and Green 
Haven prisons. An Attica strike ended Monday. 
The transfers were the first step in a program to reduce 
populations at Great Meadow and Attica by alwiut 3(X) each 
"in the next couple of weeks,” A spokesman said the transfers 
had been planned prior to the start of the prisoners* strikes 
Both facilities were at 100 per cent of cell capacity. 
Systemwide, 17,821 inmates were being housed in state 
facilities which had a maximum cell capacity of about 18,400. 
an aide to Commissioner Benjamin Ward said. At the same 
time, the population has continued to grow by about 200 
inmates a month 
Ward announced plans to transfer inmates out of Attica and 
Great Meadow three weeks ago when Gov. Hugh Carey 
announced that five facilities were being turned over to the 
department to provide an extra 900 beds to temporarily relieve 
overcrowding 
The Correction Commission report, which at the time of the 
announcement had not been made public, identified over­ 
crowding throughout the system and principally at Attica and 
Great Meadow as a prime cause of tensions that presented the 
possibility of a serious prison disturbance 
A spokesman for the Department of Correctional Services in 
Albany said .50 inmates were moved from Attica to other state 
facilities and about 40 inmates were transferred from Great 
Meadow to Ossining with another 90 to be moved from that 
Washington County facility by the end of the week 
Attica currently houses nearly 2.000 men. nearly the popu­ 
lation it had during the September. 1971 prison riot which left 
43 persons dead. 
Great Meadow, with a population near total cell capacity and 
in excess of what recreational and rehabilitative programs can 
handle, has been pinpointed as "a hotspot” in the state's prison 
system.

in the plant’s sewer 
pipes and then discharged. 
He said the chemical “ sticks 
in the mud and could stay 
there for years and years and 
years.*' 


Dr. Hullar said "people who

He said 
federal officials had suggested 
that persons limit their con­ 
sumption of Lake Ontario fiah 
to one 12-ounce meal per week, 
but that he would advise de­ 
creasing that amount by half.

It is regrettable that any resid ent of 
Sau gerties wou ld sponsor the contru c- 
tion of the nu clear reactor at Cemen- 
ton u ntil all the problems attend ant 
u pon su ch a plant hav e been satisfac­ 
torily solv ed . 
These inclu d e plans for the ev ac­ 
u ation of the area in case of core melt­ 
d own » the u ltim ate catastrophe, which 
almost u nd ertook the nu clear reactor 
at Brown's Ferry , Ala. March 22, 
19 7 5); the transportation from the 
plant and d isposal of nu clear waste, 
whose rad iation reminas activ e for 
30,000 y ears (note that New York City 
has banned transportation of this 
waste throu gh the metropolitan area 
becau se of the high hazard ); the secu r­ 
ity necessary to prev ent v and alism or 
thiev ery by rad icals of the lethal prod ­ 
u ct of the reactor. 
To believ e that the cement plants in 
the Cementon area cou ld continu e to 
fu nction with the rock blasting neces­ 
sary to their prod u ction is naiv e, at 
best. The New York Trap Rock qu arry , 
cited by Mr. Filak as ev id ence of 
coex istence with the nu clear plant at 
Ind ian Point, has not fu nctioned for 
many a long d ay . Its location was 
Tompkins Cov e on the west sid e of the 
Hu d son 
Riv er 
and 
sev eral 
miles 
sou thwest of Ind ian Point. This hard ly 
compares with three cement plants 
clu stered within two mile* of the 
narrow Cementon corrid or, in the 
mid st of which it is proposed to erect 
the reactor. 


As to the high consu mption of im­ 
ported oil by the U.S., wou ld it not be 
more feasible for Americans to cu rtail 
some of their profligate u se of the 
prod u ct now, rather than resort to 
d estru ction of ou r planet and its en­ 
v ironment by the nu clear su bstitu te'’ 
The world has an estimated u raniu m 
su pply for not more than 20 y ears, and 
when this has been ex hau sted , we will 
hav e the reactors stand ing as grim 
monu ments to this generation's lack of 
resou rcefu lness, and ind ifference to 
posterity . 
If 
the 
constru ction 
permit 
for 
Cementon is issu ed , the contract will 
u nd ou bted ly go to a contractor not of 
this area, who will be permitted to 
bring in many of his own ex perienced 
crew to d o mu ch of the work. After it 
is completed , the plant will be staffed 
by not more than 100 technicians 
skilled in the operation of su ch a 
facility . I qu estion how this will reliev e 
ou r local u nemploy ement situ ation. 
Finally , in response to Mr. Filak's 
closing paragraph regard ing the need 
of energy for ind u stry , I ask, “Whose 
ind u stry ?” Is he not aware that the 
power to be generated by Cementon is 
specifically earmarked for New York 
City su bway s and commu ter transpor­ 
tation0 (Refer to the New York Times, 
Au g. 25, 197 6) Stop and qu estion why 
Cementon was selected for this reactor 
instead of a location nearer to the 
popu lation d ensity of the metropolitan 
area.

She finally took my ad v ice and 
called for an appointment and was 
told that since her own d octor had

his

I 
replied that find ing a d octor who 
wou ld accept new patients was not 
that easy and that this woman need ed 
med ical attention promptly . “She can 
go the emergency room at the hospi­ 


tal." She d id go at once and was 
ad mitted fou r hou rs later. 
The pu blic was asked to su pport the 
med ical profession in their problems in 
obtaining insu rance against malprac­ 
tice su its. The story I hav e ju st re­ 
cou nted cou ld hav e resu lted in a 
malpractice su it, with ju stification. 
The American Med ical Association 
has for y ears limited the nu mber of 
stu d ents ad mitted to med ical colleges 
so there wou ld be no competition 
among phy sicians and their incomes 
cou ld all be in the u pper brackets. 
They ignore cau se and effect. When 
one remov es the cream, what to d o 
with all that skimmed milk? 
The med ical profession is able to join 
in effectiv e action to su pport their 
interests or oppose what they consid er 
no in their interest, su ch as a mean­ 
ingfu l national health insu rance pro­ 
gram, They cou ld also, if they wished , 
join in the consu mer interest. Why not 
a telephone nu mber with an answering 
serv ice where a d octor cou ld alway s be 
reached 0 And why no a list of d octors 
who d o accept new patients or new­ 
comers to the commu nity or for those 
whose d octors hav e retired or are 
away ? Or a cooperativ e clinic manned 
by phy sicians and interns, with spe­ 
cialists av ailable when necessary 0 The 
emergency rooms of both hospitals are 
ov eru sed , meaning long waits and not 
enou gh space or help to care for those 
ill, inju red , d istressed persons who 
hav e no other recou rse than the emer­ 
gency room.

W hat’s 
bad is that a lot of people mistake the 
people who band ed together to form a 
protesting third party as “conserv ativ es.”

Foreign 
Relations-Bild erberg ax is of conspirators. 
It is u nhappy that some of the press 
ad v ertised the Chicago Conv ention of the 
American Ind epend ent Party as repre­ 
senting the d istillate of conserv ativ e 
thou ght. As M r. Ja m e s Ja c k son 
Kilpatrick has alread y pointed ou t, with 
his u su al felicity , the people who gathered 
at Chicago were d issid ents who inclu d e 
“gu n nu ts, food nu ts, single tax ers, anti- 
flu orid ationsits, and a hu nd red passion­ 
ate fellows who write in capital letters 
with red ty pewriter ribbons ” 
There is an interesting case to be mad e 
for each of these positions, and some are 
my v ery ' own. Bu t the party met as a 
sy mbol of resistance to the Ford -Carter 
national tickets, and they begot a semi­ 
literate segregationist. In giv ing the cou n­ 
try Mad d ox , they both d iscred ited them ­ 
selv es — and gav e greater d rama to the 
Ford -Carter contest, which now assu mes 
greater institu tional importance. 
The people in Chicago d id not hav e an 
opportu nity to v ote for a nationally 
known conserv ativ e becau se, Mr. Ford 
hav ing elected to ru n on a mod erately 
satisfactory platform, no conserv ativ e 
lead er felt a mu tinou s impu lse. Bu t one 
man of thorou ghly d ecent cred entials was 
persu ad ed to campaign for the office. He 
was strangely treated in The New York 
Times 
d ispatch, as follows: 
"Robert 
Morris....d escribed himself as a former 
New York City ju d ge, newspaper colu m­ 
nist, and cu rrently u nemploy ed u niv er­ 
sity presid ent.” 
The rhetorical arrangement of that sen­ 
tence su ggests either that a) Mr. Morris 
is a charlatan, who nev er was any of those 
d istingu ished things; or at the v ery least, 
b) that his roots are of su ch obscu rity that 
it was not possible to check on his 
representations. 
In fact, Robert Morris was chief cou nsel 
to the Senate Internal Secu rity Su bcom­ 


mittee for sev eral y ears, was elected ju d ge 
of the mu nicipal cou rt in New York City , 
ran for senator against Clifford Case in 
New Jersey and then against George Bu sh 
in Tex as, was presid ent of the Univ ersity 
of Dallas, then of the Univ ersity of Plano, 
which is now d efu nct, and has written 
books and a sy nd icated colu mn for 20 
y ears Mr. Morris has the d istinction of 
hav ing been ard ently assau lted in the 
ed itorial pages of The New York Times on 
more than one occasion, which su ggest« 
that the paper’s own morgu e wou ld hav e 
y ield ed confirmation of his backgrou nd . 
Bu t no assau lt on Morris ev er su ggested 
that he was a racist, a crank, a bigot, or 
an illiterate. 
Now if, as its boosters confid ently pre­ 
d icted , the third party came forward with 
a cand id ate and a program that might 
hav e mu stered a significant v ote — say

fiv e per cent — then the fate of Gerry 
Ford might hav e been laid at its d oorstep, 
and once again there wou ld be ambigu ity 
abou t the fu tu re of the Repu blican Party 
Bu t now that the people at 
Chicago 
hav e taken their little party into the fev er 
swamps of the berserk right, it is 
no 
longer significant in any sense. And this 
means that the Repu blican Party will 
prov e in Nov ember whether it is a v iable 
v ehicle for conserv ativ e thou ght. For so 
as we believ e that the majority of the 
v oters are conserv ativ e, as they sty le 
themselv es, we are requ ired to believ e 
that a major party shou ld serv e their 
concerns. If the Repu blican Party d oes 
not, then it is ind eed a fact that it is 
fatally contaminated , and ou ght to be 
replaced . The people of 
Chicago hav e, 
howev er 
u nwittingly ,

Nip s Crisis 
In the Bud 


WASHINGTON—The story can now 
be told how the three su perpowers, 
thanks to a word that Presid ent Ford has 
banned d u ring the presid ential cam ­ 
paign, av erted a military crisis in Korea. 
7 'he word is “d etente." 


The mu rd er of two American officers by 
ax e-wield ing North Korean gu ard s was 
the sort of incid ent which, in times past, 
might hav e brou ght the United States to 
the ed ge of a war that cou ld hav e inv olv ed 
Ru ssia and China. 


Instead , Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer asked both the Ru ssians and Chi­ 
nese to u se their influ ence to cool the 
crisis. Secret intelligence reports state 
that both su perpowers interv ened with 
North Korea. 


The pressu re was too great for North 
Korea’s militant Kim II Su ng to bu ck. He 
issu ed a personal statement that the 
slay ing of the two Americans was "regret­ 
fu l.” It was the first apology Kim has ev er 
mad e to the United States. 


The attitu d e of the Ru ssians and Chi­ 
nese raises the hope that fu tu re incid ents 
can be d efu sed before they d ev elop into 
a war of incred ible magnitu d e. In a 
ty pical cable, for ex ample, the U.S. em ­ 
bassy in Moscow qu oted the comment of 
an official in the Sov iet Foreign Ministry . 


The confid ential cable qu oted the Sov i­ 
et as say ing: “With friend s like Kim, who 
need s enemies0" This probably wasn’t 
the official’s ex act langu age bu t. rather, 
the embassy 's paraphrase of what the 
official meant. Bu t he went on to d ecry 
Kim's med d ling with the balance of 
power. 


Bu t Assistant Secretary of State Philip 
Habib probably su mmarized the Korean 
incid ent best in a telephone conv ersation 
with Rep. John Mu rphy , D.-N.Y. Habib 
called to protest a resolu tion that Mu rphy 
had su bmitted on the Korean crisis. 


"1 know y ou agree with the d isplay of 
force we pu t on." said Habib. "I mean, 
Christ, we sent a squ ad ron of F4s from 
Japan, a squ ad ron of F ills from Id aho 
and pu t the carrier Mid way with fiv e 
escort v essels and 7 5 fighter-bombers in 
the Sea of Japan 


“We flew ov er B52s and on the moming 
we cu t d own the tree, we lined u p ev ery 
troop and ev ery piece of equ ipment on the 
hill so the North Koreans cou ld see. I 
d id n’t think we cou ld go any fu rther than 
that.” 


Mu rphy agreed . “Why d o y ou think the 
North Koreans sent the United States an 
apology of sorts?” he asked . “This is 
u npreced ented for them .” 
“I think they ov erplay ed their hand ,” 
su ggested Habib. “It backfired on them. 
Realizing this, they had to back off a 
little.” 
“Don’t y ou think the Ru ssians and the 
Chinese let Kim II Su ng know that they 
thou ght this was a totally insane act and 
that they weren’t abou t to let him start 
something and ex pected them to finish 
it?” asked the congressman. 
"Yes." said Habib. "I think Ru ssia and 
China d efinitely had inpu t into the inci­ 
d ent after it happened , bu t I d on't think 
they wou ld go so far as to aband on him. 
They probly told him, ‘What the hell are 
y ou d oing, the United States is not going 
to tolerate this, and y ou had better make 
some conciliatory ’ gestu re.’” 
O ’N eill's Kitty : Rep. Thomas “T ip” 
O'Neill, 
D.-Mass,, 
the 
likeable, 
lo­ 
qu aciou s Hou se majority lead er, is qu iet­ 
ly passing ou t campaign cash to con­ 
gressmen whose v otes he seeks. He hopes 
to d ru m u p enou gh v otes to replace 
retiring Hou se Speaker Carl Albert. 
The pattern of the pay ments su ggests 
that O’Neill is really try ing to bu y su p­ 
port for his bid for speaker. With su s­ 
piciou s charity , he has hand ed ou t gener­ 
ou s contribu tions to colleagu es who hav e 
no seriou s opposition and , therefore, no 
real need for campaign cash. Bu t they are 
powers in the Hou se who cou ld influ ence 
the election of the nex t speaker. 
We reported last December that O’Neill 
threw a $l,000-a-plate fu nd -raising d in­ 
ner at a fashionable Washington hotel. 
He has now amassed a campaign chest 
ov er $100,000. 
The bu rly , big-hearted Bostonian is 
d epu ty chairman of the Democratic Con­ 
gressional Campaign Committee, which 
d istribu tes fu nd s to all Democratic can­ 
d id ates for the Hou se. Bu t he has offered 
the committee only $5,000 of his cam ­ 
paign bood le. He plans to hand ou t most 
of the money , apparently , to congressmen 
who can d o him some good , 
He has hand ed ou t $500 contribu tions, 
for ex ample, to 
14 incu mbent 
con­ 
gressmen who hard ly seem to need the 
money . Here are a few of them: 
— Rep. James Delaney , D.-N.Y., won 
9 3 per cent of the v ote the last time he 
ran, He h p little need , therefore, for 
campaign money from O'Neill. Bu t De­ 
laney is a power in the Hou se, who is in 
line to head the potent Hou se Ru les 
Committee nex t Janu ary . O’Neill wants 
him in his comer. 
— Rep. Jim Wright, D.-Tex ., another 
key congressman, was elected easily two 
y ears ago with 7 9 per cent of the v ote. Bu t 
O’Neill slipped him $500 any way . 
— Rep. Joe Gay d os, D.-Pa., piled u p 82 
per cent of the v ote in his last election. 
Yet O’Neill cou rted him with a $50C 
contribu tion. 
— Congressmen Lee Hamilton, D.-Ind 
Lu cien Ned zi, D.-Mich., And y You ng 
D.-Ga , and Ed Patten, D.-N.J., all hac 
easy elections the last time they ran. Bu i 
d espite comfortable v ictories ov er 7 0 pei 
cent, O’Neill gav e them each $500 any 
way so they wou ld remember him wher 
it comes time to choose the nex t speaker 
So far, the big Bostonian has d oled ou ! 
three times more money to incu mben 
congressmen than to challengers. Thi 
incu mbents, of cou rse, will hav e mon 
clou t in choosing the speaker. 
Footnote: In 19 7 4, O’Neill also col 
lected a campaign kitty and d istribu te« 
the money to congressmen whose goo< 
will he sou ght. He alread y had his ey e oi 
the speakership.

Last week I rode my hobbyhorse — 
the collision course with disaster on 
which civilization's is traveling be­ 
cause of its reliance on irreplaceable 
fossil resources — hoping that, the 
Republicans having made their choice, 
the upcoming political debate might 
begin giving it a public workout. I 
think I put it much too mildly when 
I ended with “ it would surely make it 
(the debate) a lot less boring than it 
is certain to be • and a lot more 
meaningful for our world's future.” 
I am ashamed of my restraint. I 
should have said flat out what 1 feel: 
that awakening the American public 
to the basic truths they have to master 
is really vital 
I am moved to come back to the 
subject by the happy and somewhat 
surprising news that broke so soon 
after the shoot-out in Kansas City, 
That was, to me, the immediate accep­ 
tance by both presidential candidates 
of taking real leadership positions by 
agreeing to debate directly with each 
other, before national (and interna­ 
tional) television. 
The last of such confrontations - 
between John F. Kennedy and Rich­ 
ard Nixon - made history but was more 
of a contest of personalities than a 
facing of realities. All I can remember 
of it now is the argument that it was 
Nixon’s makeup men that let him 


down that and the quibbling over the 
importance of those two little islands, 
Quemoy and Matsu, off the coast of 
China. Honest, face-to-face debating 
between Ford and Carter could, for my 
book, indeed become as truly historic 
as was Lincoln’s debate with Douglas. 
There is a real difference between 
their 
philosophies. 
It 
will be 
an 
enormous waste if they are distracted 
by vote-hunting advisors, show- 
manship specialists and experts on 
public opinion manipulating 


There a re 
immensely 
co mp lica ted 
p ro b lems invo lved in 
p la nning o ur surviva l. 


What I would really like to see is if 
either of them can get himself high 
enough above the trees to see the forest 
whole. To me (I’ve certainly made it 
no secret) that is the dimensions and 
realities of what is inadequately called 
the energy problem. I say “ inadequate­ 
ly,” because not being more specific 


makes it too easy to see it solely as a 
problem of oil reserves and atomic 
energy dangers. It is so much bigger 
than either, so much more complex, 
with every resource of science demand­ 
ing to be mobilized even to define it — 
beyond the general notions with which 
I have been over simplifying There are 
immensely complicated problems in­ 
volved in planning our survival. 


Now no one political leader — any­ 
more than any one scientist can (or 
should) be expected to have the an­ 
swers handy. But what one political 
leader can do is to tell us that he sees 
the problem whole and how he pro­ 
poses to put together the national 
effort needed to solve it — as the 
atomic bomb was made to work and 
the men put on the moon. Both were 
uniquely cooperative American ven­ 
tures, both successful, because they 
had the whole nation's will behind 
them. 
How do Jerry Ford and Jimmy 
Carter propose to use America’s best 
brains and stored capabilities? With 
what named objectives, with what 
perspective — and how? 
That is what I would like to hear 
from each one of them.

Dental experts at the Uni­ 
versity of Texas Health Sci­ 
ence Center have extracted a 
proteolilpid which begins the 
calcification

calculus formation. 
Calculus formation on the 
teeth is a major factor in the 
occurrence of periodontal dis­ 
ease, an inflammatory disease 
of the supporting structures of 
the teeth.

The World Almanac 
notes that the climax of 
Gerry’s political career was 
his service as vice president 
under Madison 
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tal. 
Upon learning that the panel 
of experts who examined the 
man and recommended that 
he be released had never seen 
the man’s trial record, which 
spelled out the grisly details, 
Kolb said, “ It would appear 
that perhaps the recommenda­ 
tion was hasty.” 
For an understatement, that 
ranks right up there with call­ 
ing the Queen Mary “ a nice 
little boat” or terming a mid­ 
air collision involving two jet­ 
liners a “ mishap.” 
Kolb conceded that perhaps 
the d ep artm en t should 
“ sharpen our own instru­ 
ments” 
and 
"consider 
re­ 
visions” in the methods used 
to determine if a person should 
be released from a mental hos­ 
pital. 
Consider revisions? 
That also ranks high on the 
list of understatements. 
And that also is precisely 
what Kolb was expected to be 
doing ever since he took over 
the department under the ap­ 
pointment 
of 
Gov. 
Hugh 
Carey. 
It has been charged that the 
department, partly because of 
budgetary 
restrictions, 
has 
been practicing a form of 
“ shove ’em out the door” in it 
release policies. 
That charge has been sharp­ 
ly denied by Kolb — and 
others. 
The 
department's 
official 
position is that efforts are 
being 
made 
to 
“ deinstiti- 
tionalize” treatment by re­ 
turning more people to the 
community. 


That is a noble aim. 
But, it is set back sharply by 
such performances as were in­ 
volved in the sanity hearing. 
The panel, for example, did 
not know that the man re­ 
portedly also had threatened 
his sister and her children. 
And they testified, they did 
not know the nature of the 


“ anti -social act.” 
Killing your mother with an 
ax is certainly "anti-social.” 
If the release program is 
going to work, it will require 
community acceptance. 
Residents of a community 
can hardly be expected to 
place 
much 
faith 
in 
the 
department’s release policies 
when it recommends the re­ 
lease of ax-slayers without 
having the full background. 
Those are the kinds of cases 
that 
draw 
wide 
publicity. 


Thousands of other persons 
might well be released without 
harm, and even with some 
benefit, to the community. 
But the community is going 
to be made aware of, and 
renember, the spectacular 
foul-up. 
Consider revisions? 
That's a bit like the football 
coach entering the locker room 
at halftime with his team trail­ 
ing 54-0 and saying, "It would 
appear that perhaps we should 
change our game plan.”

Complex opened Wednesday night and former Gov . William T. Cahill, in whose 
administration the project was born, said the ev ent marked the beginning of New 
Jersey s ‘‘independence’’ from New York City and Philadelphia. 
The opening of the one mile track drew a throng of 42,000. Traffic became so 
had that officials began tu rning away cars and bu ses on arteries leading into the 
complex prior to the first race at 8 p.m. 
J he handle of $2,446 .9 55, more than dou bled the state record set three y ears ago 
at Freehold Raceway . 
Cahill nu rtu red the stormy birth of the complex , fou ght against by residents in 
this Bergen Cou nty area and by the State of New York. 
Cahill said that the sports complex , which inclu des the new home for the Giants 
professional football team, is the signal for “ou r independence from the shadow 
of New York and Philadelphia.’’ 
Gov ernor Brendan T Bry ne was welcomed by deafening boos when he addressed 
the crowd before the first trotters paraded to the post. 
“A lot >f people think we nev er wou ld hav e finished the Meadowlands,’’ By rne 
said referring to the legal battles in obtaining the land and draining the swamp. 
The stru ggle also inclu ded the machinations of the New York bond market, and 
to place the state of New Jersey ’s “moral commitment" to back the secu rity of 
the $340 million in bonds needed to dev elop the 150 acre site. 
The opening of the track came on the first day the By rne-su pported 2 to 2 
1 2 
income tax began being collected from the pay checks of New Jersey ans. 
A spokeMTian for the New Jersey Sports and Ex position Au thority , the main 
driv ing force behind constru ction of the complex , said the state wou ld operate 
harness racing six nights a week u ntil Ju ne 19 7 7. Flat or thorou ghbred racing will 
begin in Au gu st 19 7 7. 
Sports officials said they hope to draw more than 18 million people liv ing and 
working within a one-hou r driv ing radiu s of the center. 
Constru ction of the race track and the stadiu m got u nderway in 19 72 after New 
Jersey officials obtained a firm commitment from the Giants that they wou ld make 
the center their new home.

YONKERS (UPI) — The president of Yonkers Raceway has appealed to Albany 
for a tax break to offset the 30 per cent drop in Yonkers’ bu siness that he say s 
will resu lt from the opening of New Jersey ’s Meadowlands harness track. 
Timothy J. Rooney asked New York State Wednesday to help Yonkers remain 
competitiv e by giv ing it the tax adv antages enjoy ed by stateoperated thorou ghbred 
tracks. 
There was specu lation that the prospectiv e dropoff in Yonkers’ attendance and 
betting handie wou ld lead to lay offs at the raceway , bu t a spokesman said su ch 
talk is "a little prematu re." 
Despite Rooney ’s forecast of a 30 per cent loss, the spokesman said, “I don’t think 
that we’re going to do any thing u ntil we get a trend here." 
The largest grou p of Yonkers employ es is the 6 00 parimu tu el clerks represented 
by Local 32E of the Bu ilding Serv ice Employ es Union. Union General Cou nsel Jack 
Pu itenkamp say s the local will fight any attem pt to lay off its members. 
„ 
"The economic impact of the operation of a competitor will not alter or change 
the attitu de of the u nion as far as enforcing the protectiv e prov isions of its 
contract,” Bu itenkamp said. 
Rooney ’s estimate of the attendance drop likely to resu lt from the Meadowlands 
opening was based on the nu mber of New Jersey ans who hav e been betting at 
Yonkers. 
The first few day s of Meadowlands’ operation is ex pected to cu t drastically into 
Yonkers' attendance, bu t some raceway and u nion officials hope Yonkers regu lars 
will come back when the "nov elty ” of the Jersey track wears off. 
Roone> said the Meadowlands is ex empt from real estate and admissions tax es 
and Aqu edu ct Race Track in Qu eens has only a 4 per cent admissions tax . In 
contrast, he said, Yonkers has a 39 per cent admissions tax and pay s more than 
$2 million annu ally in real estate tax es. 
In addition, he said, Yonkers’ parimu tu el pool is tax ed at an effectiv e 11.4 per 
cent rate, while the Meadowlands’ rate is 0.5 per cent. 
"We’re the biggest parimu tu el tax pay er in the state of New York,” Rooney said. 
"It’s abou t time the state does something to protect its interests.”

Daddy , they aren t going to take ou r hou se away , are 
they 
she asked, fighting to hold back tears. 
"Of cou rse not," he reassu red her. 
Three w eeks ago , a circuit co urt judge o rdered Bro o ks 
Ro binso n’s ho me in Lutherv ille. Md., auctio ned o ff 
fo llo wing a m o rtgage fo reclo sure suit bro ught by a Yo rk, 
r a., bank. The bank charged the Baltim o re O rio les’ 
po pular third baseman hadn’t paid back a *24 9 ,5 8 5 lo an. 
Bnx iks Robinson had obtained the loan for a sporting 
goods bu siness he operates with two other partners in 
lim oniu m , M d. Ihe loan was to hav e been paid back by 
April 13, bu t it w asn’t. Robinson challenged the bank's 
figu re The bank su bsequ ently said he owed only $19 6 ,25 6 . 
bu t the ju dge's order to au ction his home still stood. Also 
du e to be au ctioned was the home of one of his bu siness 
partners. 
Brooks Robinson has a wife and fou r kids. H e’s 39 and 
hasn’t been play ing m u ch lately for the Orioles W ith a .200 
batting av erage and only 10 rbi s, he hardly needed another 
problem. 
Bu t he w asn't going to stand by and do nothing, so one 
day this week, he went to the bank, withdrew his life sav ings 
and repaid practically the entire loan. 
In so doing, Brooks Robinson m ade su re he wou ldn’t lose 
his home. N either will his partner now. The loan to Brooks 
Robinson s Sporting Goods bu siness was m ade ou t in 
Robinson’s name and, by repay ing it, he sav ed two homes 
Bo o r Bro o ks," say s his wife, Co nnie. “ No w we all 
kno w why he hasn't been CAa lo play ball the past two 
y ears. I to ld him he wo rked 22 y ears play ing ball, sav ing 
his mo ney , and no w he has to start all o v er again. If he 
liv es 5 00 y ears, he’ll nev er get back all that he put into 
his business." 
Some ballplay ers ru n arou nd, some drink, some like to liv e 
big. Brooks nev er did any of these things W hen news of his 
financial distress came to light, ev ery body ’s reaction was 
'how cou ld it possibly happen to somebody like u pstanding, 
clean-liv ing 
Brooks 
Robinson, 
baseball’s 
All-American 
Boy 0’ 
"You ju st don’t know how something like that happens,” 
his wife say s. "Brooks cou ldn’t be at his sporting goods 
bu siness all the tim e becau se he had to play ball. You hav e 
to pu t y ou r tru st and confidence in someone else in a case 
like that, and su ddenly y ou 're told all the money is gone. 
Brooks isn t down or depressed at all thou gh. He m u st keep 
ev ery thing inside him. He s u nreal. He looks at me ev ery 
fiv e m inu tes and say s ‘are y ou all right?’ I tell him, y es, u ntil 
1 start thinking abou t what happened." 
Babe Ruth, Lefty Gro v e and J o hn McGraw all play ed 
in Baltim o re, but no ne w as mo re po pular than Bro o ks 
Ro binso n. As so o n as peo ple in Baltim o re learned o f his 
plight, his telepho ne nev er sto pped ringing. 
"They were absolu tely incredible," say s Connie. “They 
called u p and offered him as m u ch as $5 ,000 and $10,000 
to help him ou t T hey didn’t want to lend him the money , 
they w anted to G I\ E it to him. They hated to see Brooks 
in a mess. Bu t y ou know Brooks. He wou ldn’t take a penny . 
He s su ch a prou d person. This whole thing is a shame. He 
didn't do any thing dishonest or illegal, he only m ade a bad 
inv estm ent. He was sav ing that money for his retirem ent, 
bu t now I lau gh and tell him he’s going to hav e take a job 
and work triple shifts. He's optim istic, thou gh. He has his 
health, he thinks his sporting goods bu siness will be all right 
now and he'd like to keep play ing ball. He certainly doesn’t 
want to retire. W ith all this off his m ind, he’s bou nd to do 
better.”

Kelley promised to pay for 
the plywood valances, which 
he said were built for him in an 
FBI shop without his knowl­ 
edge. and for any of the gifts 
which are found to have been 
improper. 
When White House Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen first an­ 
nounced Ford's interest in the 
case he stressed that the Presi­ 
dent "has complete faith in 
Clarence Kelley " 
Levi also praised the job 
Kelley is doing 
“ I think he has been doing 
an excellent job and I must 


say. I assume that when you 
refer to the FBI activities you 
must be aware of changes in 
the bureau,” Levi told a news 
conference. 
Levi said there had been 
reports that 
.vere "not ac­ 
curate” about recommenda­ 
tions he had received from his 
staff. 
According to one report, a 
recommendation that Kelley 
be fired was made by John 
Dowd, head of a joint FBI 
Justice Department task force, 
while Dowd’s boss.

" I don’t think that is quite 
the case,” Levi said. “ All I 
want to say is, the general 
statement about the recom­ 
mendations is not accurate.

— Nobel Prize winning 
chemist Melvin Calvin wants 
to plant and farm experimen­ 
tal "gasoline trees" in an arid 
area of Southern California. 
Calvin, who in 1961 dis­

chemistry of photosynthesis, 
says he believes gasoline for 
running cars and trucks can

Orchards Short of Help 


Apple Growers Turn 
Again To Pickers 
From Foreign Shores

KINGSTON - Wednesday was the 


first day for legally harvesting Macin- 
tosh apples in New York State and, as 
usual, local orchard growers have 
found themselves in the middle of 
what has become their annual struggle 
to recruit enough domestic or foreign 
workers to pick their crops. 


After months of working with the 


local employment office and the social 
services department, 
fruit farmers 


have again had to turn to importing 
pickers from outside the state and the 
country. 


John D. Barry, adminsitrative assis- 


tant to Rep. Hamilton Fish, Jr. ex- 
plained that this year's "bureaucratic 
snafu" centered around the Depart- 
ment of Labor's initial refusal to pro- 
vide "off-shore" 
or non-American 


workers to farms requesting three or 
less additional employes. 


"Something like this has been hap- 


pening for eight years that I've been 
working here in Washington, and even- 


year we ask ourselves, why?" he said. 


Another new wrinkle in this year's 


picking problem centers around a pilot 
project to hire Puerto Rican nationals 
to supplement domestic help instead 
of the traditional Jamaican "offshore" 
help Hudson Valley growers had come 
to rely on. 


Since Puerto Rico is an American 


commonwealth, the workers. 140 of 
whom arrived yesterday, are con- 
sidered "domestic" help and do not 
fall under the immigration laws for 
foreign migrants. 


Ashton (Wink) Hart, a spokesman 


for the growers, explained that New 
York and nine other apple growing 
states have been negotiating with the 
Puerto Rican government for the last 
14 months to secure the employment 
agreement. 


"U.S. law requires farmers to ex- 


haust all means of obtaining domestic 
workers before they look out of the 
country. . . and we have done this for 
months." he said. 


Hart has asked for workers from the 


social service rolls and from thi: state 
employment office as well as placing 
adds in region newspapers for local 
help. 


Ulster farmers have also contracted 


for help from other states within the 
country, espcially south and south- 


western areas. 


Warren Smith of tht; local Agricul- 


ture Service explains t'nat not all peo- 
ple are suited for harvest woi.-k. 


"I.'d consider mysel'f in pre tty good 


shape," said Smith, "and I 'spent the 
pas.t few weeks doing a special project 
ami picking fruit in the field, and 
be'deve me I couldn' t havf .• lasted too 
nrjch longer."

percent of the project itself, primarily the 
concrete work, and will sul contract the 
excavation, masonry, electr ical, heating, 
ventilation, plumbing and 
finish work. 


But presumably the subcc .ntractors also 
will have to depend heavily on local labor, 
Baranello said. 


While work may slow 
somewhat this 


winter, Baranello still f oresaw a work 


force of two to four dozen persons at any 
given time. 


Because of the specialized work in- 


volved, wages will "well exceed" the 
minimums required on a federally guar- 
anteed project, he said. 


Mulvin expected the hospital project 


will involve a "significant" number of 
area trades — "from beginning to end, 
probably running into hundreds of peo- 
pie." 


It will be the largest job for area trades 


since IBM built a S12 million addition 
several years ago, Mulvin said. 


Area construction began to slip in 1973 


and by 1975 was "a disaster," he said. "It 
sort of snowballs either way. Now we hope 
it's going the opposite way — up." 


The Esopus Creek flood control project 


is scheduled to begin in October. The first 
phase of the arterial highway project, a 56 
million bridge over the Rondout Creek, is 
supposed to begin next spring. The entire 
project will take about three years, state 
engineers have said. 


Legislators Get A Second Chance 


Takeover Up for Vote

KINGSTON - The Ulster County 


Legislature will get a second look at 
William R. West's proposal to put all 
social services costs onto the county when 
it meets Sept. 9. 


The Woodstock legislator's proposal 


was unanimously tabled when it came 
before the August session. It would make 
the county responsible for all public 
assistance in the county, which is one of 
only two in the state still dividing costs 
betweeen county and towns. It makes an 
exception in the case of the City of 
Kingston, which could join only by a 
resolution of its Common Council. 


The measure has gained support in 


West's own Woodstock district, which has 
one of the highest, social services bills in 
the 
county, 
but 
faces rough going 


elsewhere. Its adoption would mean that 
several towns with small or non-existent 
welfare charges would be forced to share 


the county burden. 


Towns would stil' i have the option of 


establishing and m aintaining service of- 
fices, but would ha- /e to pay the costs and 
the salaries of a so< ;ial services officer and 
assistants if they did so. 


Ulster County 
may join a small but 


growing revolutioi .1 in the state if it adopts 
Legislature Chai1 .-man Peter J. Savago's 
resolution refusi ng to adopt any addi- 
tional funds fc ir social services. Erie 
County (Buffa! o) has already adopted 
such a resolutk m and the state has been 
ordered by the : Court of Appeals to pay 
such costs un< ,il the matter is resolved. 


For the pas t several years the legisla- 


ture hna passe ,-d resolutions to raise money 
for the social services department when it 
has run sh ort, generally in the fall, 
Savago's res olution notes that the "Con- 
stitutional rights of the Ulster County 
Legislature to govern its affairs ia being 
seriously 
interfered 
with 
by

. . .mnnda tcs and coats." 


Yet another social services resolution, 


again by Savago, calls on Governor Hugh 
Carey to call a special session of the state 
legislature to enact "significant welfare 
reform legislation" prior to Oct. 1. 


Another Savago bill would have the 


Tax Base Study Committee and the 
Industrial Development Agency study the 
feasibility of adopting a countywide busi- 
ness investment exemption to offer busi- 
ness firms incentives for locating or ex- 
panding in the county. 


The Tax Base Study Committee in turn 


will put forth a resolution tightening up 
exemptions on real property tax granted 
to religious organizations, educational fa- 
cilities and non-profit organizations. 


Legislator Louis M. Klein is concerned 


with the financial plight of the taxpayer 
and will introduce a bill to permit county 
taxes in two installments to ease their 
burden.

Penicillin-Resistant VD 
Prompts Worldwide Alert 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Health 


authorities are on a worldwide 
alert today for a new strain of 
gonorrhea resistant to peni- 
cillin, the antibiotic used suc- 
cessfully since World War II to 
treat the venereal disease. 


Authorities fear that if the 


new 
strain 
becomes wide- 


spread it could deal a severe 
setback to the national venere- 
al disease control program. 


The national Center for Dis- 


ease Control, which issued the 
alert, said three additional 
cases of the new-type gonor- 
rhea has come to its attention 
since the discovery of two 
cases of the disease last week, 
both involving men. 


One of the earlier cases 


cropped up in California and 


the other in Maryland, with 
sexual contact 
believed to 


have been made in the Philip, 
pines. 


Dr. Ralph Henderson, direc- 


tor of the CDC's Venereal Dis- 
ease Control Division, said 
Wednesday two of the cases 
were in California and one in 
Des Moines, Iowa. 


"We have instituted a world- 


wide search for additional 
isolates through the World 
Health Organization," Hen- 
derson said, "and we've 
alerted all state laboratories 
and health departments of this 
finding." 


He said the CDC was recom- 


mending that all patients with 
gonorrhea be checked seven to 
14 days after completion of 
treatment to confirm cure.

CAPE TOWN, South 


Africa (UPI) — Police riot 
squads fired tear gas and made 
fierce baton charges today into 
the ranks of several thousand 
mulatto school children dem- 
onstrating in downtown Cape 
Town. 


Witnesses said a number of 


persons were injured in the 
rioting that spread to within 
100 yards of Parliament. 


It was the second day of 


violent antigovernment dem- 
onstrations in Cape Town. The 
continuing unrest preceded by 
one day Prime Minister John 
Vorster's departure for Zurich, 
Switzerland, to discuss south- 
ern Africa's explosive racial 
situation with Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, 


The demonstrators scattered 


before the police charges, leav- 
ing shoes, scarves and broken 
spectacles strewn on the side- 
walks of Adderley street, the 
city's main shopping and busi- 
ness area. 


The school children later re- 


grouped in small bands and 
marched past Parliament at 
the top end of the road. 


Elsewhere a small group of

Kissinger and Vorster are 


scheduled to meet Saturday in 
Zurich to discuss the growing 
racial confrontation in South 
Africa, where nearly 300 per- 
sons been killed in rioting 
since June. Also up for dis- 
cussion will be Rhodesia and 
Namibia (South-VVest Africa) 
where guerrilla wars are heat- 
ing up. 


"I wish to go to the dis- 


cussions in Zurich in all sincer- 
ity and with an open mind," 
Vorster said. "I arn, however, 
compelled, in order to avoid 
misunderstanding, to draw at- 


tention to the following: 


"South Africa's internal and 


external policy is determined 
by South Africa itself and is 
not prescribed to her by any 
person or country from out- 
side," he said.

r'LOVE' AND 'GODOT' ARE REVIEWED 
Hyde Park Vehicle Dies on the Vine

HYDE PARK-Murray 


Shisgal's comedy, "Love," is a 
farce — with touches of the 
absurd — that contains an 
underlying satiric wit but that 
requires a fast pace and a 
tongue-in-cheek style that 
almost makes fun of itself. It 
is, in short, a marvelously fun- 
ny play. All this is a matter of 
record. 


As 
presented 
Wednesday 


night at the Hyde Park Play- 
house, few of the comic possi- 
bilities were realized . The 
show died on the vine despite 
the presence of Truman 
Kelley, Christopher Cooke and 
newcomer Katherine Thorpe. 


All three had many strong 


moments , but nothing really- 
jelled. The problem seemed to 
be a combination of the cast 
not knowing their lines (de- 
spite two weeks of rehearsal) 
and some clumsy blocking and 
a horrible pace by director 
Julian Neil. Fewer and fewer 
actors and directors seem to 
recognize the value of the light 
touch and the quick throw- 
away line preferring, instead, 
to savor each word (when they 
can remember it) and relish 
each moment. 


The story is so confused and 


confusing that to describe it 
would only spoil the surprises 
that are contained in the script 
— -which, by the way, serve 


only as a vehicle for some 
pointed jibes at present-day 
foibles regarding love and mar- 
riage. 


Kelley, 
of course, 
is a 


Chaplinesque master of pan- 
tomime— -with all his neat 
touches ruined by uncons- 
cionable pauses in speech, 
Cookes's smooth performance 
is broken by lost lines and his 
noticeable struggle with them, 
and Thorpe, while she starts 
off with strength and variety, 
falls into monotony. 


There are, as noted, a few 


hilarious moments — especial- 
ly in a love duet between 
Kelley and Thorpe — but they 
hardly sustain an evening that 
starts off as a down-beat, 


Gorkian depression and never 
quite gets out of the lower 
depths. 


There was little laughter in 


the house opening night (ex- 
cept for the apprentices in the 
rear). Perhaps the 20 or so 
persons in the audience were 
too embarrassed to cut loose. A 
minor point would be that, if 
the cast cannot agree on the 
correct pronunciation of " 
Dostoyevsky" they at least be 
consistent in the mistakes.

Several 
customers said they'd been 
eating at Katz's for many 
months, and had never had a 
problem finding a parking 
space. 


The appeals board reserved 


decision in the matter until 
next week, but pointed out 
that the previous owner had 
been denied a similar vari- 
ance, and that the zoning or- 


dinance allows flexibility only, 
but no special privileges.

Transfers Begin 
From 2 Prisons 


(By LTD 


Officials have begun implementing a recommendation in a 


Commission of Correction report that inmate populations at 
Attica and Great Meadow prisons be reduced to ease tensions 
nt the maximumsecurity facilities. 


Correctional Services Department officials begf.r. making the 


transfers Wednesday as peaceful "strike?" by hundreds of 
prisoners continued at Great Meadow in Comstock and Green 
Haven prisons. An Attica strike ended Monday. 


The transfers were the first step in a program to reduce 


populations at Great Meadow and Attica by about 300 each 
"in the next couple of weeks." A spokesman said the transfers 
had been planned prior to the start of the prisoners' strikes. 
Both facilities were at 100 per cent of eel! capacity. 


Systemwide, 17.821 inmates were being housed in state 


facilities which had a maximum cell capacity of about 18.400. 
an aide to Commissioner Benjamin Ward said. At the same 
time, the population has continued to grow by about 200 
inmates a month. 


Ward announced plans to transfer inmates out of Attica and 


Great Meadow three weeks ago when Gov. Hugh Carey 
announced that five facilities were being turned over to the 
department to provide an extra 900 beds to temporarily relieve 
overcrowding. 


The Correction Commission report, which at the time of the 


announcement had not been made public, identified over- 
crowding throughout the system and principally at Attica and 
Great Meadow as a prime cause of tensions that presented the 
possibility of a serious prison disturbance. 


A spokesman for the Department of Correctional Services in 


Albany said 50 inmates were moved from Attica to other state 
facilities and about 40 inmates were transferred from Great 
Meadow to Ossir.ing with another 90 to be moved from that 
Washington County facility by the end of the week. 


Attica currently nouses nearly 2.000 men, nearly the popu- 


lation it had during the September. 1971 prison riot which left 
43 persons dead. 


Great Meadow, with a population near total cell capacity and 


in excess of what recreational anri rehabilitative program? can 
handle, has been pinpointed as "a hotspot" ir. the state's prison 
svstem.

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Ford, Carter Say Public Will Gain from Debates

With the campaign's first 


presidential debate set for 
Sept. 23 — three weeks from 
today — Jimmy Carter and 
President Ford already are 
agreeing on one point: the win- 
ner will be the public. 


"We both can hold our 


own," Carter told reporters in 
Plains, Ga. "I think the major 
beneficiaries of the debates 
will be the American people, to 
have a chance to compare us 
and I can't anticipate yet who 
might win." 


Ford joined Carter in wel- 


coming Wednesday's agree- 
ment to hold three presidential 
and one vice-presidential de- 
bate. 


"I think the debates will 


bring out who will handle the 
subject best," Ford told re- 
porters at the White House. "I 
think the American people will 
be the winners." 


Aides from the Ford and 


Carter camps came to terms in 
a Washington meeting that 
included representatives of the 
League of Women Voters, the 
debate sponsor. 


The first debate will deal 


with domestic and economic 
policy. The second will involve 
foreign policy and 
defense. 


Then will come a debate be- 
tween the two vice presidential 
nominees, Democrat Walter 
Mondale and Republican Rob- 
ert Dole, and, finally, a third 
Carter-Ford 
debate on any 


topic. 


The Sept. 23 debate, a 90- 


minute affair, is the only one 
with a date. No sites have been 
chosen for any of the debates, 
but Carter said it was agreed 
that the first one wouldn't be 
in Washington. All will be held 
before audiences with a mod- 
erator and three journalists 
asking the questions. 


The networks are being in- 


vited to cover the debates as 
news events — a move de- 
signed to avoid conflicts with 
equal rights requirements that 
otherwise might force them to 
air the views of independent 
candidates. 


Ford indicated he would rely 


heavily on the debates as a 
means of generating support. 
"I believe this is the best way 
this campaign can be de- 
cided," the President said. 


However, Carter expressed 


doubt the debates would be 


per cent. 


Both Ford and Carter were 


leaving the traveling to their 
running 
mates, with Dole 


wooing Southerners and Mon- 
dale stumping the West. 


"There's only one ticket that 


represents the 
general 


philosophy of the South," Dole 
told 
reporters 
in Atlanta. 


"We're here to underscore 
that." 


Dole said he is getting re- 


ports "that support for Carter- 
Mondale is crumbling badly 
all through the South!" 


Mondale told the United 


Steel Workers convention in 
Las Vegas, Nev., that the GOP 
ticket "offers nothing to the 
working men and women of 
this country." He said Ford, 
while in Congress, opposed 109 
of 121 matters which organized 
labor considered vital to the 
nation's workers.

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WASHINGTON (UPI) — 


Stripped of his political power 
and sickened by sex-scandal 
allegations, Wayne Hays has 
resigned from Congress just 
four months short of a 28-year 
Washington career. 


Hays submitted his resigna- 


tion in writing Wednesday to 
Ohio Gov. James A. Rhodes, 
with a copy to Speaker Carl 
Albert. 


The House Ethics Commit- 


tee immediately met and an- 
nounced it had closed its in- 
vestigation of Elizabeth Ray's 
charges that Hays paid her 
$14,000 a year in federal funds 
to serve no other purpose than 
to be his mistress. 


Still pending against the 65- 


year-old Ohio Democrat, how- 
ever, is a grand jury probe into 
whether he misused federal 
funds, which is a criminal vio- 
lation. 


Hays admitted having an 


affair with Miss Ray, 33, but 
denied her claim of pay for sex 
only. In quick 
succession, 


Hays gave up two committee 
chairmanships which made up 
his base of political power and 
on June 10 was hospitalized for 
what his doctor termed an 
accidental overdose of sleeping 
tablets. 


Obviously 
depressed, 
the 


once caustic lawmaker wan- 
dered aimlessly on the House 
floor and 
more and more 


withdrew from legislative busi- 
ness. He left Washington for 
the final time 
as a con- 


gressman Aug. 11, returning to 
his Ohio farm home where two 
days later he announced he 
wouldn't seek reelection to a 
15th term. 


As recently as last Saturday 


his lawyer, Judah 
Best of 


Washington, interceded with 
Albert, describing Hays as too 
depressed and too despondent 
to properly defend himself 
before the ethics panel. De-

Two days later Hays' resig- 


nation came in an uncharac-

my office as Representative in 
the Congress of the United 
States from the 18th District 
of Ohio, effective immediately. 
With great respect, Wayne L. 
Hays." 


Rhodes said Hays called him 


earlier Wednesday to say the 
letter was in the mail and to 
ask that his congressional staff 
be kept intact at least until a 
successor is elected. 


Ethics Chairman John Flynt 


said the 
12-member 
panel 


voted unanimously that "the 
investigation ... be terminated 
and that the hearings ordered 
by this committee to com- 
mence on Sept. 16 be can- 
celed." 


Since the inquiry hadn't 


gone beyond the investigative 
stage, Flynt said, his panel 
will issue no report on its find- 
ings to date. He said legal 
opinions given the panel were 
unanimous that the commit- 
tee has no jurisdiction over a 
former member. 


Because of his attorney's in- 


tercessions with the panel and 
with the Speaker stressing 
Hays' emotional condition, re- 
ports circulated that 
Hays 


hoped to convince the panel to 
drop the investigation which 
he himself had sought. 


Asked why he thought Hays 


resigned. Flynt said "reasons 
of health, which were given to 
the committee on a number of 
occasions." 


Flynt, however, emphatical- 


ly answered "no" when a re- 
porter asked if a "deal" had 
been made either with Hays or 
his attorney. "There was no 
prior agreement of any kind. 
So far as I know no such action 
was even suggested." 
said 


Flynt. 


"I don't think by the wildest 


imagination that anyone can 
say anything was swept under 
the rug by this committee," 
Flynt said. ''That impression 
would be totally erroneous." 


Based on his 27 years and 


eight months in Congress, 
Hays will take a 830,240 a year 
pension into retirement under 
a plan in which he contributed 
8 per cent of his monthly 
salarv.

Nuke Support Is Unwarranted 


Dear Editor: 


In response to Mr. Steve Filak's 


letter to the editor of Aug. 25, I would 
make the following observations: 


It is regrettable that any resident of 


Saugerties would sponsor the contruc- 
tion of the nuclear reactor at Cemen- 
ton until all the problems attendant 
upon such a plant have been satisfac- 
torily solved. 


These include plans for the evac- 


uation of the area in case of core melt- 
down (the ultimate catastrophe, which 
almost undertook the nuclear reactor 
at Brown's Fern', Ala. March 22, 
1975); the transportation 
from the 


plant and disposal of nuclear waste, 
whose radiation reminas active for 
30,000 years (note that New York City 
has banned transportation 
of this 


waste through the metropolitan area 
because of the high hazard); the secur- 
ity necessary to prevent vandalism or 
thievery by radicals of the lethal prod- 
uct of the reactor. 


To believe that the cement plants in 


the Cementon area could continue to 
function with the rock blasting neces- 
sary to their production is naive, at 
best. The New York Trap Rock quarry, 
cited by Mr. Filak as evidence of 
coexistence with the nuclear plant at 
Indian Point, has not functioned for 
many a long day. Its location was 
Tompkins Cove on the west side of the 
Hudson 
River and 
several 
miles 


southwest of Indian Point. This hardly 
compares with three cement plants 
clustered within two miles of the 
narrow Cementon corridor, in the 
midst of which it is proposed to erect 
the reactor. 


As to the high consumption of im- 


ported oil by the U.S., would it not be 
more feasible for Americans to curtail 
some of their profligate use of the 
product now, rather than resort to 
destruction of our planet and its en- 
vironment by the nuclear substitute? 
The world has an estimated uranium 
supply for not more than 20 years, and 
when this has been exhausted, we will 
have the reactors standing as grim 
monuments to this generation's lack of 
resourcefulness, and indifference to 
posterity. 


If 
the 
construction 
permit for 


Cementon is issued, the contract will 
undoubtedly go to a contractor not of 
this area, who will be permitted to 
bring in many of his own experienced 
crew to do much of the work. After it 
is completed, the plant will be staffed 
by not more than 100 technicians 
skilled in the operation of such a 
facility. I question how this will relieve 
our local unemployement situation. 


Finally, in response to Mr. Filak's 


closing paragraph regarding the need 
of energy for industry', I ask, "Whose 
industry'?" Is he not aware that the 
power to be generated by Cementon is 
specifically earmarked for New York 
City subways and commuter transpor- 
tation? (Refer to the New York Times, 
Aug. 25, 1976) Stop and question why 
Cementon was selected for this reactor 
instead of a location nearer to the 
population density of the metropolitan 
area. Could it be that our welfare is of 
less importance that that of the big 
city residents?

Doctors When We Need Them 


Dear Editor: 


My knock at her door was answered 


by my sobbing neighbor asking, 
"What can I do? What can I do?" 


During the past week this neighbor 


had been complaining of difficulty in 
breathing and of a dry, cottony mouth. 
I'd been urging her to see a doctor. Her 
own doctor was (is) on an extended 
leave for his own health and she had 
been seeing another doctor who had 
agreed to take his patients until his 
return to practice. On rny neighbor's 
last visit to him a couple of weeks ago, 
this subsitute doctor had doubled the 
dosage of the medicine she was taking 
and said to her that he did not want 
to see her again as her own doctor 
would be back in about a month. 
Therefore, she did not want to call 
him I assured her that he had said 
that with the assumption that her visit 
was a routine checkup, but that he 
would surely see her if he knew she was 
ill. 


She finally took my advice and 


called for an appointment and was 
told that since her own doctor had 
extended 
his leave several more 


months, the substitute doctor would 
no longer be able to handle his pa- 
tients. That was where I entered and 
found my neighbor sobbing, distraught 
and gasping for breath. I called the 
doctor myself and he answered in 
person. He said he could not see her; 
she could go to anyone she pleased. I 
replied that finding a doctor who 
would accept new patients was not 
that easy and that this woman needed 
medical attention promptly. "She can 
go the emergency room at the hospi- 


tal." She did go at once and was 
admitted four hours later. 


The public was asked to support the 


medical profession in their problems in 
obtaining insurance against malprac- 
tice suits. The story I have just re- 
counted could have resulted in a 
malpractice suit, with justification. 


The American Medical Association 


has for years limited the number of 
students admitted to medical colleges 
so there would be no competition 
among physicians and their incomes 
could all be in the upper brackets. 
They ignore cause and effect. When 
one removes the cream, what to do 
with all that skimmed milk? 


The medical profession is able to join 


in effective action to support their 
interests or oppose what they consider 
no in their interest, such as a mean- 
ingful national health insurance pro- 
gram. Tl y could also, if they wished, 
join in the consumer interest. Why not 
a telephone number with an answering 
service where a doctor could always be 
reached? And why no a list of doctors 
who do accept new patients or new- 
comers to the community or for those 
whose doctors have retired or are 
away? Or a cooperative clinic manned 
by physicians and interns, with spe- 
cialists available when necessary? The 
emergency rooms of both hospitals are 
overused, meaning long waits and not 
enough space or help to care for those 
ill, injured, distressed persons who 
have no other recourse than the emer- 
gency room.

It is unhappy that some of the press 


advertised the Chicago Convention of the 
American Independent Party as repre- 
senting the distillate of conservative 
thought. As Mr. James Jackson 
Kilpatrick has already pointed out, with 
his usual felicity, the people who gathered 
at Chicago were dissidents who include 
"gun nuts, food nuts, single taxers, anti- 
fiuoridationsits, and a hundred passion- 
ate fellows who write in capital letters 
with red typewriter ribbons." 


There is an interesting case to be made 


for each of these positions, and some are 
my very own. But the party met as a 
s;-:nbol of resistance to the Ford-Carter 
national tickets, and they begot a semi- 
literate segregationist. In giving the coun- 
try Maddox, they both discredited them- 
selves — and gave greater drama to the 
Ford-Carter contest, which now assumes 
greater institutional importance. 


The people in Chicago did not have an 


opportunity to vote for a nationally 
known conservative because, Mr. Ford 
having elected to run on a moderately 
satisfactory platform, no conservative 
leader felt a mutinous impulse. But one 
man of thoroughly decent credentials was 
persuaded to campaign for the o_ffice. He 
was strangely treated in The New York 
Times 
dispatch, as follows: "Robert 


Morris....described himself as a former 
New York City judge, newspaper colum- 
nist, and currently unemployed univer- 
sity president." 


The rhetorical arrangement of that sen- 


tence suggests either that a) Mr. Morris 
is a charlatan, who never was any of those 
distinguished things; or at the very least, 
b) that his roots are of such obscurity that 
it was not possible to check on his 
representations. 


In fact, Robert Morris was chief counsel 


to the Senate Internal Security Subcom-

mittee for several years, was elected judge 
of the municipal court in New York City, 
ran for senator against Clifford Case in 
New Jersey and then against George Bush 
in Texas, was president of the University 
of Dallas, then of the University of Piano, 
which is now defunct, and has written 
books and a syndicated column for 20 
years. Mr. Morris has the distinction of 
having been ardently assaulted in the 
editorial pages of The New York Times on 
more than one occasion, which suggests 
that the paper's own morgue would have 
yielded confirmation of his background. 
But no assault on Morris ever suggested 
that he was a racist, a crank, a bigot, or 
an illiterate. 


Now if, as its boosters confidently pre- 


dicted, the third party came forward with 
a candidate and a program that might 
have mustered a significant vote — say

five per cent — then the fate of Gerry 
Ford might have been laid at its doorstep, 
and once again there would be ambiguity 
about the future of the Republican Party. 


But now that the people at Chicago 


have taken their little party into the fever 
swamps of the berserk right, it is no 
longer significant in any sense. And this 
means that the Republican Party will 
prove in November whether it is a viable 
vehicle for conservative thought. For so 
IT.;; as we believe that the majority of the 
voters are conservative, as they style 
themselves, we are required to believe 
that a major party should serve their 
concerns. If the Republican Party doe;- 
not, then it is indeed a fact that it if 
fatally contaminated, and ought to be 
replaced. The people of Chicapo have, 
however unwittingly, made it

Detente 
Nips Crisis 
In the Bud 


WASHINGTON—The story can now 


he told how the three superpowers, 
thanks to a word that President Ford has 
banned during the presidential cam- 
paign, averted a military crisis in Korea. 
The word is "detente." 


The murder of two American officers by 


axe-wielding North Korean guards was 
the sort of incident which, in times past, 
might have brought the United States to 
the edge of a war that could have involved 
Russia and China. 


Instead, Secretary of State Henry Kis- 


singer asked both the Russians and Chi- 
nese to use their influence to cool the 
crisis. Secret intelligence reports state 
that both superpowers intervened with 
North Korea. 


The pressure was too great for North 


Korea's militant Kim II Sung to buck. He 
issued a personal statement that the 
slaying of the two Americans was "regret- 
ful" It was the first apology Kim has ever 
made to the United States. 


The attitude of the Russians and Chi- 


nese raises the hope that future incidents 
can be defused before they develop into 
a war of incredible magnitude. In a 
typical cable, for example, the U.S. em- 
bassy in Moscow quoted the comment of 
an official in the Soviet Foreign Ministry. 


The confidential cable quoted the Sovi- 


et as saying: "With friends like Kim, who 
needs enemies?" This probably wasn't 
the official's exact language but. rather, 
the embassy's paraphrase of what the 
official meant. But he went on to decry 
Kim's meddling with the balance of 
power. 


But Assistant Secretary of State Philip 


Habib probably summarized the Korean 
incident best in a telephone conversation 
with Rep. John Murphy, D.-N.Y. Habib 
called to protest a resolution that Murphy- 
had submitted on the Korean crisis. 


"I know you agree with the display of 


force we put on," said Habib. "1 mean, 
Christ, we sent a squadron of F4s from 
Japan, a squadron of Fills from Idaho 
and put the carrier Midway with five 
escort vessels and 75 fighter-bombers in 
the Sea of Japan 


"We flew over B52s and on the morning 


we cut down the tree, we lined up every 
troop and ever}' piece of equipment on the 
hill so the North Koreans could see. I 
didn't think we could go any further than 
that " 


Murphy agreed. "Why do you think the 


North Koreans sent the United States an 
apologv of sorts?" he asked. "This is 
unprecedented for them." 


"I think they overplayed their hand," 


suggested Habib. "It backfired on them. 
Realizing this, they had to back off a 
little." 


''Don't you think the Russians and the 


Chinese let Kim II Sung know that they 
thought this was a totally insane act and 
that they weren't about to let him start 
something and expected them to finish 
it?" asked the congressman. 


"Yes." said Habib. "I think Russia and 


China definitely had input into the inci- 
dent after it happened, but I don't think 
they would go so far as to abandon him. 
They probly told him. 'What the hell are 
you doing, the United States is not going 
to tolerate this, and you had better make 
some conciliatory' gesture.'" 


O'Neill's Kitty Rep. Thomas "Tip" 


O'Neill, 
D.-Mass., 
the 
likeable, lo- 


quacious House majority leader, is quiet- 
ly paseing out campaign cash to con- 
gressmen whose votes he seeks. He hopes 
to drum up enough votes to replace 
retiring House Speaker Carl Albert. 


The pattern of the payments suggests 


that O'Neill is really trying to buy sup- 
port for his bid for speaker. With sus- 
picious charity, he has handed out gener- 
ous contributions to colleagues who have 
no serious opposition and, therefore, no 
real need for campaign cash. But they are 
powers in the House who could influence 
the election of the next speaker. 


We reported last December that O'Neill 


threw a Sl,000-a-plate fund-raising din- 
ner at a fashionable Washington hotel. 
He has now amassed a campaign chest 
over 8100,000. 


The burly, big-hearted Bostonian is 


deputy chairman of the Democratic Con- 
gressional Campaign Committee, which 
distributes funds to all Democratic can- 
didates for the House. But he has offered 
the committee only $5,000 of his cam- 
paign boodle. He plans to hand out most 
of the money, apparently, to congressmen 
who can do him some good. 


He has handed out $500 contributions, 


for example, to 
14 incumbent con- 


gressmen who hardly seem to need the 
money. Here are a few of them: 


— Rep. James Delaney, D.-N.Y., won 


93 per cent of the vote the last time he 
ran. He has little need, therefore, for 
campaign money from O'NeilL But De- 
laney is a power in the House, who is in 
line to head the potent Houoe Rules 
Committee next January. O'Neill wants 
him in his corner. 


— Rep. Jim Wright, D.-Tex., another 


key congressman, was elected easily two 
years ago with 79 per cent of the vote. But 
O'Neill slipped him $500 anyway. 


— Rep. Joe Gaydcs, D.-Pa., piled up 82 


per cer.t of the vote in his last election. 
Yet O'Neill courted him with a S500 
contribution. 


— Congressmen Lee Hamilton, D.-Ind., 


Lucien Nedzi, D,-Mich., Andy Young, 
D.-Ga., and Ed Patten, D.-N.J., all had 
easy elections the last v'.ne they ran. But 
despite comfortable victories over 70 per 
cent, O'Neill gave them each $500 any- 
way so they would remember him when 
it comes time to choose the next speaker. 


So far, the big Bostonian has doled out 


three times more money to incumbent 
congressmen than to challengers. The 
incurabente, of course, will have more 
clout in choosing the speaker. 


Footnote: In 1974, O'Neill also col- 


lected a campaign kitty and distributed 
the money to congressmen whose good 
will he sought. He already had his eye on 
the speakership.

Last week I rode my hobbyhorse — 


the collision course with disaster on 
which civilization's is traveling be- 
cause of its reliance on irreplaceable 
fossil resources — hoping that, the 
Republicans having made their choic", 
the upcoming political debate might 
begin giving it a public workout. I 
think I put it much too mildly when 
I ended with "it would surely make it 
(the debate) a lot less boring than it 
is certain to be • and a lot more 
meaningful for our world's future." 


f am ashamed of my restraint. I 


should have said flat out what I feel: 
that awakening the American public 
to the basic truths they have to master 
is really vital. 


I am moved to come back to the 


subject by the happy and somewhat 
surprising news that broke so soon 
after the shoot-out in Kansas City. 
That was, to me, the immediate accep- 
tance by both presidential candidates 
of taking real leadership positions by 
agreeing to debate directly with each 
other, before national (and interna- 
tional) television. 


The last of such confrontations - 


between John F. Kennedy and Rich- 
ard Nixon - made history but was more 
of a contest of personalities than a 
facing of realities. All I can remember 
of it now is the argument that it was 
Nixon's makeup men that let him 


down that and the quibbling over the 
importance of those two little islands, 
Quemoy and Matsu, off the coast of 
China. Honest, face-to-face debating 
between Ford and Carter could, for my 
book, indeed become as truly historic 
as was Lincoln's debate with Douglas. 


There is a real difference between 


their philosophies. It will be an 
enormous waste if they are distracted 
by vote-hunting advisors, show- 
manship specialists and experts on 
public opinion manipulating. 


There are 
immensely 
complicated 
problems involved in 
planning our survival. 


What I would really like to see is if 


either of them can get himself high 
enough above the trees to see the forest 
whole. To me (I've certainly made it 
no secret) that is the dimensions and 
realities of what is inadequately called 
the energy problem. I say "inadequate- 
ly," because not being more specific 


makes it too easy to see it solely as a 
problem of oil reserves and atomic 
energy dangers. It is so much bigger 
than either, so much more complex, 
with every resource of science demand- 
ing to be mobilized even to define it — 
beyond the general notions with which 
I have been over simplifying. There are 
immensely complicated problems in- 
volved in planning our survival. 


Now no one political leader — any 


more than any one scientist can (or 
should) be expected to have the an- 
swers handy. But what one political 
leader can do is to tell us that he sees 
the problem whole and how he pro- 
poses to put together the national 
effort needed to solve it — as the 
atomic bomb was made to work and 
the men put on the moon. Both were 
uniquely cooperative American ven- 
tures, both successful, because they 
had the whole nation's will behind 
them.

Carter propose to use America's best 
brains and stored capabilities'7 With 
what named objectives, with what 
perspective — and how? 


That is what I would like to hear 


from each one of them.

what Kolb was expected to be

It has been charged that the 


department, partly because of 
budgetary 
restrictions, has 


been practicing a form of 
"shove 'em out the door" in it 
release policies. 


That charge has been sharp- 


ly denied by Kolb — and 
others. 


The department's 
official 


position is that efforts are 
being 
made to "deinstiti- 


tionalize" treatment by re- 
turning more people to the 
community. 


That is a noble aim. 
But, it is set back sharply by 


such performances as were in- 
volved in the sanity hearing.

to 800 cadets of the 1977 and 
other classes may be found in 
violation of the honor code. 


Rose testified along with twc 


military defense lawyers 
before the House Armed Ser- 
vices s u b c o m m i t t e e in- 
vestigating the academy's 
honor code and "system." A 
number of cadets were sched- 
uled to testify to the afternoon 
session. 


Hoffmann, in testimony 


before the subcommittee last 
week, gave assurances that 
those cadets found guilty of 
cheating on the examination 
or who had not been found out 
and came forward to confess 
would be suspended for a year 
and "the presumption is that 
the separated cadet who so 
desires will be readmitted ... 
unless there are overriding rea- 
sons to the contrary'-" 


Hoffmann's assurances were 


seconded by academy Super- 


intendent 
Gen. 
Sidney 
B. 


Berry. 


Rose 
said 
that 
the 
as- 


surances were "illusory" since 
it was beyond their scope and 
power to fulfill them.

NEW YORK (UPI) - There may yet 


be some competition for the National 
League Cy Young Award. 


A few months ago almost everyone was 


conceding the plaque which goes annually 
to the league's outstanding pitcher to San 
Dieso's Randy Jones. But Jones, even 
though he is the only 20-game winner in 


' the majors to date, has faltered some 


recently and Jerry Koosman of the New 
York Mets is moving into serious conten- 
tion. 


Koosman, who has never had a 20- 


victory season in his eight previous years 
in the big leagues, notched his 17th 
Wednesday night when he blanked the 
San Francisco Giants 1-0 on three hits. 
The 32year-old left-hander did not give 
up a hit over the last five innings in 
besting John Monteftisco and posting hia 
third shutout of the season. 


"It was the perfect kind of night for a 


pitcher," said Koosman. "I say that 


because on this kind of night you're not 
gonna lose a lot of weight and you're not 
gonne get tired. I could have gone longer 
than nine innings, if necessary, but after 
the seventh inning I thought to myself 
that we'd get a run and beat them." 


The Mets got Koosman the only run he 


needed in the eighth when Felix Millan 
and

Milner hit 
back-to-back 


doubles. Milner's hit tagged "The Count" 
with his 12th loss against 13 victories. 


"A long time back, (Tom) Seaver and

Manuel 


FOREST HILLS, N.Y. (UPI) - Be- 


neath the toothy 
smile of Manuel 


Orantes, defending champion of the 
$416,600 U.S. Open, there is deep concern 
his career might be imperiled by a 
pinched nerve in his forearm. 


Orantes was pressed in the first set 


Wednesday night against slightly built 
30-year-old Jun Kuki of Japan, owner of 
what must be the slowest serve in men's 
tennis, and had to struggle to pull out a 
7-5 win. Buoyed by the fact his arm was 
not falling dead on him, Orantes began 
swinging with confidence in the second 
set and ran out the match, 6-1. 


"The doctor told me he thinks I may 


need an operation," said the affable 27- 
year-old lefthander, who never has re- 
turned to the form that helped him get 
past Jimmy Connors in last year's finals 
here. "The doctors said they need to 
make some space for the nerve. When the 
muscles in my forearm tighten, the nerve 
is pinched and I lose all the feeling in my 
hand. 


"I never feel pain, but look— my left 


forearm is almost twice as big as my right. 
I'm taking anti-inflammatory medicines, 
bathing it in ice, doing certain exercises 
and taking electronic treatments.

"I'll play as long as I can, but if 1 need 


an operation...! don't know. I'm worried 
about it. You never know how it will come 
out. Will I have the same strength, the 
same feel?" 


Orantes, a player who wins by touch 


and cunning rather than power or speed, 
knows something must be done if he's to 
be competitive again. He's been bothered 
by his forearm since April, missed at least 
four tournaments and pulled out of two 
others. 


"It was a great feeling coming back to 


Forest Hills since I won lost year, but 1 
wouldn't have come back if 1 didn't think 
I could be at least respectable," said the 
proud Orantes. "I almost decided not to 
come last week when I couldn't feel 
anything in my fingers. I know I'm not the 
favorite this year, I'm not playing as good 
as last year. I've really been struggling. 


"I'm trying everything. I even bought a 


copper bracelet in Paris to see if it would 
help. I wore it tonight, so maybe that was 
the reason the arm didn't give me trouble. 
I was surprised it didn't hurt, really. All 
I knew is I was trying to win as quick as 
possible." 


Orantes provided the only opening 


night drama in what otherwise was a day 
of comedy, absurdity and fun.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Brooks Robinson has the best pair 


of hands in baseball. They're so good, they've earned him 
16 straight "Gold Glove" Awards and nearly $2 million, yet 
they've also fumbled away all his finances. 


Practically all, anyway. 
"Ha, ha, your father is going to the poor house!" a 


neighborhood kid teased his eight-yearold daughter, Diana, 
the other day. 


She ran home to her father. 
"Daddy, they aren't going to take our house away, are 


they?" she asked, fighting to hold back tears. 


"Of course not," he reassured her. 
Three weeks ago, a circuit court judge ordered Brooks 


Robinson's home in Lutherville, Md., auctioned off 
following a mortgage foreclosure suit brought by a York, 
Pa., bank. The bank charged the Baltimore Orioles' 
popular third baseman hadn't paid back a $249,585 loan. 


Brooks Robinson had obtained the loan for a spotting 


goods business he operates with two other partners in 
Timonium, Md. The loan was to have been paid back by 
April 13, but it wasn't. Robinson challenged the bank's 
figure. The bank subsequently said he owed only $196,256, 
but the judge's order to auction his home still stood. Also 
due to be auctioned was the home of one of his business 
partners. 


Brooks Robinson has a wife and four kids. He's 39 and 


hasn't been playing much lately for the Orioles. With a .200 
batting average and only 10 rbi's, he hardly needed another 
problem. 


But he wasn't going to stand by and do nothing, so one 


day this week, he went to the bank, withdrew his life savings 
and repaid practically the entire loan. 


In so doing, Brooks Robinson made sure he wouldn't lose 


his home. Neither will his partner now. The loan to Brooks 
Robinson's Sporting Goods business was made out in 
Robinson's name and, by repaying it, he saved two homes. 


"Poor Brooks," says his wile, Connie. "Now we all 


know why he hasn't been able to play ball the past two 
years. I told him he worked 22 years playing ball, saving 
his money, and now he has to start all over again. If he 
lives 500 years, he'll never get back all that he put into 
his business." 


Some ballplayers run around, some drink, some like to live 


big. Brooks never did any of these things. When news of his 
financial distress came to light, everybody's reaction was 
'how could it possibly happen to somebody like upstanding, 
clean-living Brooks Robinson, baseball's Ail-American 
Boy?' 


"You just don't know how something like that happens," 


his wife says. "Brooks couldn't be at his sporting goods 
business all the time because he had to play ball. You have 
to put your trust and confidence in someone else in a case 
like that, and suddenly you're told all the money is gone. 
Brooks isn't down or depressed at all though. He must keep 
everything inside him. He's unreal. He looks at me every' 
five minutes and says 'are you all right?' I tell him, yes. until 
I start thinking about what happened." 


Babe Ruth, Lefty Grove and John McGraw all played 


in Baltimore, but none was more popular than Brooks 
Robinson. As soon as people in Baltimore learned of his 
plight, his telephone never stopped ringing. 


"They were absolutely incredible." says Connie. "They 


called up and offered him as much as 85,000 and 810,000 
to help him out. They didn't want to lend him the money, 
they wanted to GIVE it to him. They hated to see Brooks 
in a mess. But you know Brooks. He wouldn't take a penny. 
He's such a proud person. This whole thing is a shame. He 
didn't do anything dishonest or illegal, he only made a bad 
investment. He was saving that money for his retirement, 
but now I laugh and tell him he's going to have take a job 
and work triple shifts. He's optimistic, though. He has his 
health, he thinks his sporting goods business will be all right 
now and he'd like to keep playing ball. He certainly doesn't 
want to retire. With all this off his mind, he's bound to do 
better." 


Soon, Hank Peters, the Orioles' executive vice presi- 


dent and general manager, will sit down with Robinson 
and the two will talk about Brooks' future. 


"He thinks he can play," says Peters, without saying 


whether he agrees or not. "We've brought Doug DeCinces 
along this year and he has done an outstanding job. It's hard 
to know where you could play a Brooks Robinson. We would 
like to have him with the club, and we want to explore other

with its $100,000 first prize won't mean a good year for Jack

"I haven't had a good year unless I win a major tournament," 


said Nicklaus, winner of more majors (16) than any man in the 
history of the game. "1 haven't won a major, so I haven t had 
a good year no matter what happens. 


Nickalus and 19 other top players from around the world tee 


off beginning at noon today, shooting for a total purse of 
$300,000 over 72 holes. 


Although this is the 15th World Series of Golf at Firestone 


County Club South Course, this year's is being played under 
an entirely new format. 


The previous 14 were completed after 36 holes and only the 


winners of the so-called major championships, the U.S. and 
British Opens, the PGA and The Masters, were entered. 


This year's event, with its complex qualifying rules which 


would have allowed a maximum of 32 players without dupli- 
cations, drew a field of 20. 


Another difference is that this year's prize money, unlike the 


past, will be counted as official winnings. 


"I'm surprised at that," said Nicklaus. "But, I think all 


money should be official money. It has just not been our 
criteria." 


Nicklaus, who played his first practice round for the Series 


Wednesday afternoon, described his game as "somewhere 
between good and lousy. I hit some good shots today, but I was 
mostly fiddling around." 


Nicklaus, however, made a bee line for the practice ranges 


immediately after finishing his round and just prior to the 
formal flag raising ceremonies for those nations involved in the 
event. 


Deane Beman, commissioner of the PGA tour and one of the 


founders of the new Series format, welcomed the players 


"Until this week," Beman said, 'golf was the only sport 


which did not have a definite e, season-ending championship. 
We'd like to think of this event as being 'the championship.'" 


Tom Watson, winner of the 1975 World Series, represented 


the 14 U.S. players in the Series, while Jerry Pate, who won 
the Canadian Open as well as the U.S. Open, stood in for 
Canada.

WASHINGTON (UPI) Roy Johnson of Nitta Yuma, 


Miss., placed a crowbar against the railroad track — as did 
four other men from the Mississippi Delta — and began 
singing. 


"Captain, Captain," Johnson chanted, and all five men 


pulled hard. 


"Don't you see," he moaned as they yanked again, the 


rails yielding ever so slightly to the strength of 10 arms 


"This hard work" — the black gang pulled one more time 


— - "is killing me " 


The kind of labor that raised a sweat on Roy Johnson and 


his co-workers — driving spikes and straightening tracks — 
i? rarely seen these days. 


_ It's so uncommon that the Smithsonian Institute brought 
the men to its Festival of American Folklife and employed 
a folklorist to tell curious onlookers what they were doing. 


"The railroad started using machinery in the Delta in the 


early '50s," recalled Clifton Anderson of Shaw, Miss., who, 
at 47, has been working on Illinois Central Gulf tracks 30 
years "It used to take 150 men to maintain 45 miles of track. 
Now they do it with one or two." "We used to sing to get 
through the day." Anderson said. "But you don't hear any 
singing any more. Folks don't sing around machines "

ing for the past 25 years but 
lh:s decline has not usually 
been reflected in decreases in 
total number of heart deaths 
because the population, and 
particularly the number of 
older people, has been increas- 
ing. 


The key to the decline in 


total 
cardiovascular deaths 


has been the turnaround first 
noticed two years ago of heart 
attack death rates. Those rates 
had been steadily climbing 
during the 1950s and early 
1960s. 


Heart attacks are still the 


nation's No. 1 killer and more 
than 650,000 Americans are 
expected to die of heart at- 
tacks this year. But the heart 
attack death rate is now 7 per 
cent below what it was in 1970. 


The 
National 
Center for 


Health Statistics reported that 
the number of deaths from 
major cardiovascular diseases 
in 1975 was 979,180. In 1974, 
the figure was 1,010,926 and it 
was 1,037,492 in 1973. 


Besides heart attacks, gov- 


ernment statisticians include 
in their totals deaths from high 
blood pressure, rheumatic 
fever and rheumatic heart dis- 
ease, stroke, diseases of the 
h e a r t 
m u s c l e 
a n d 


arteriosclerosis and other ar- 
tery diseases. 


Dr. Robert I. Levy, director 


of the National Heart, Lung 
and Blood Institute, said de- 
velopment and widespread use 
of improved ways to diagnose 
and treat heart disease are key

cardiovascular disease deaths. 


"For example, the intensive 


care unit, now a fixture in 
most moderate to large sized 
hospitals, has substantially in- 
creased prospects for survival 
among heart attack patients 
who teach the hospital alive," 
Lew said. 


"And more heart attack pa- 


tients are being delivered to 
the hospital in better condi- 
tion because of ambulances or 
other emergency vehicles spe- 
cially equipped and staffed to 
cope with potenUallv lethal 
cardiac calamities." 


Levy also said physicians 


and surgeons now deal routine- 
ly and effectively with con- 
genital and other heart condi- 
tions which would have meant 
permanent disability or an 
early death to the victim not 
too many years ago. 


In addition, he said doctors 


are better able to spc/t and 
treat conditions likely to lead 
to cardiovascular problems 


"We know that detection 


and adequate treatment of 
high blood pressure reduces 
the threat of stroke, congestive 
heart failure, renal (kidney) 
failure and other consequences 
of uncontrolled hypertension," 
Levy said. "We think that 
such measures can also reduce 
the risk of premature coronary 
heart disease and its complica- 
tions, though we have not 
proved this yet." 


"Similarly, we believe that 


detection 
and control of 


elevated blood levels of 
cholesterol or other fatty sub- 
stances — - r e a d i l y ac- 
complished by available tech- 
niques — may also reduce risk 
of 
coronary 
heart 
disease, 


stroke, and other man- 
ifestations of arteriosclerosis." 


Levy said voluntary efforts 


to switch to "more prudent 
patterns of diet," cut down on 
smoking and increase exercise 
also may have a role in the 
cardiovascular death reduc- 
tion.

gle women are beginning to 
exercise their economic clout 
in the home buying market. 


In 1974, only one out of every 


35 mortgage loan applicants 
was a single woman. The gap 
closed to one out of every 25 
applicants in 1975, the same 
year the federal government 
passed laws prohibiting credit 
discrimination on the basis of 


sex or marital status. 


This year the ratio of single 


women applying for mortgages 
is expected to narrow to one 
out of every 16 applicants, 
according to Jack Goss, presi- 
dent and chief executive of- 
ficer of Investors Mortgage In- 
surance Co. in Boston, a 
private mortgage insurer. 


"Projections for the re- 


mainder of this decade point 


to one out of every 10 home 
buyer applicants being a single 
female," says Goss. 


This sudden upsurge in 


mortgage applications by the 
single woman — primarily in 
the 35-and-under category 
reflects an average gain of 9 to 
11 per cent in personal income 
for the 1974-76Fperiod, the de- 
cision to actively pursue a ca- 
reer and her growing aware- 


ness of the tax advantage in 
owning a home, according 
"The single woman's earning 
power today," says GOBS, "as 
well as her increased interest 
in home ownership has made 
her as acceptable a mortgage 
loan candidate as is her male 
counterpart." 


But, 
in fact, the Federal 


Equal Credit Opportunity Act 
of 1975 required mortgage len- 


ders to guarantee single wom- 
en the same access to mort- 
gages as men with similar in- 
come and credit history, 


"Many single women apply- 


ing for home mortgages were 
either turned down outright or 
asked to provide a larger down 
payment, agree to a shorter 
loan term with higher monthly 
payments or find a male co- 
signer to guarantee the loan," 
says "Women: Where Credit is 


American UPS Spurs the German Post Office 


Due," a pamphlet prepared by 
the Maryland Commission for 
Women 'and the Commercial 
Credit Corp.

single woman always found it 
easier to obtain smaller 
amounts of credit than a mar- 
ried woman before credit dis- 
crimination was eliminated.

BONN (UPI) — America's 


United Parcel Service is going 
after West Germany's lucra- 
tive parcel business in its first 
foreign venture. 


The move has raised s storm 


in official circles. The Post 
Office is alarmed by the com- 
petition and the union has 
warned against "market dis- 
tortions" that will drive up 
parcel post cost. 


But UPS says the user will 


gain from the enterprise be- 
cause it will deliver packages 
faster and cheaper than the 
post 
office. 
The 
company 


began operations here Aug. 16. 
although private firms in West 
Germany have in 25 years 
gradually 
taken 
over two 


thirds of the parcel business, 
leaving deliver}' of only 62 mil- 
lion parcels annually to the 
post office, UPS,, because of its 


size, menaces the post office 
the most, according to a union 
spokesman. 


"They are picking the raisins 


out of the cake," he said. 
"They are going for the profit- 
able business while we still 
have to serve all comers." 


The Post 
Office says its 


parcel rates cover only 64 per 
cent of its costs. But already it 
has taken steps to thwart UPS 
competition, promising to im- 
prove its service. 


In the event of severe market 


distortion resuting from UPS 
operations, it is felt the gov- 
ernment might introduce legis- 
lative corrective measures. 


The postal union says the 


company does not work by 
contract and could break off 
its sen-ice at any time. The 
company retorts, "Because we 
don't work by contract, we 


have to be good." 


UPS says it came to Germa- 


ny because it already domi- 
nates parcel delivery in the 
United States and has no more 
room to expand there. 


By mid-1977, the company 


will run 500 vans to any ad- 
dress reachable by road in this 
country. 


Speed appears to be the 


company's main advantage 
over the post office. A cartoon 


in the financial Handelsblatt 
newspaper shows a UPS truck 
overtaking a post office van 
riding on snail wheels. 


"The company's parcel rates 


lie only slightly under those of 
the post office," a Federal Post 
Ministry spokesman said. 


The ministry argues' it can 


retain its place in the market 
and cites the fact that mail in 
West Germany is conveyed 
chiefly by train. 


"This is environmentally 


more friendly than a fleet of 
trucks," the ministry spokes- 
man said. 


UPS agrees but says that by- 


taking charge of delivery every 
step of the way, it provides 
faster service. "Parcels trav- 
eling with the Federal Post on 
their way to a small German 
island frequently lie around 
the railroad stations," the 
UPS spokesman said.

Stays Dry

Light showers lingered in 


water-weary Texas early today 
but there was no rain in the 
nation's drought-parched mid- 
lands, plagued by burning for- 
ests and shriveling crops. 


Light thundershowers 


stretched over the Ohio Valley 
and the Appalachians and 
along the Gulf Coast into Ar- 
kansas. Rain continued in 
Texas, but it was hardly a 
shadow of the drenching some 
parts of the state got Wednes- 
day. 


Thunderstorms swept across 


the state Wednesday, dump- 
ing more than nine inches of 
rain in some areas. 


Flooding closed highways 


near Sonora, Tex., Wednes- 
day, Fort McKavett, in south- 
ern Texas, received 6.8 inches 
of rain in less than six hours 
and Dallas and Fort Worth, 
recorded four inches in a 24- 
hour period. The four inches 
was a quarter of their total 
rainfall so far this year. 


Locally heavy rains fell in 


southeastern Texas Wednes- 
day night. Houston reported 
one and three-quarters inches 
of rain. 


Isolated thunderstorms and 


dust storms plagued portions 
of southern Arizona and south- 
eastern California and wind 
gusts of up to 50 miles per hour 
kicked up dust in portions of 
eastern Washington state. 


Drought persisted in the 


nation's midlands. 


The National Corn Growers 


Association, headquartered at 
Boone, Iowa, said the com belt 
drought has reduced projec- 
tions of the 1976 corn crop 
below the record 1975 harvest. 
The association termed the re- 
duction in the 1976 estimate 
"shocking." 


T h e 
A g r i c u l t u r e 


Department's weekly crop 
weather report released Tues- 
day said "hot, dry conditions 
in much of the nation's mid- 
section placed unrelenting 
stress on corn and soybeans, 
particularly in the western 
north central states." 


The drought was centered in 


South Dakota, Iowa, Nebraska 
and Minnesota. 


Forest fires continued to 


bum in northeastern Minne- 
sota and Michigan's Upper Pe- 
ninsula. 


It was a frosty morning in 


northern Michigan and 
northern Minnesota today, 
with some freezing tem- 
peratures. Temperatures 
dipped into the 40s in North 
Dakota.

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Kelley Gets Plaudits.. 
But the Levi Ax Poised 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


After praising the job FBI Di- 
rector 
Clarence 
Kelley 
is 


doing, Attorney General Ed- 
ward Levi today faced a de- 
cision of whether President 
Ford should fire him for accep- 
ting expensive gifts from sub- 
ordinates. 


Ford asked Levi Wednesday 


for a report after reading pub- 
lished accounts that Kelley 
had accepted gifts including a 
$250 clock, a S200 walnut 
table, a S250 easy chair and a 
h a n d m a d e 
t e a k - a n d - 


mahogany jewelry box. 


Kelley publicly acknowl- 


edged Tuesday that he had 
received "some gifts" from his 
staff and other FBI officials 
and also that two valances — 
frames that cover tops of win- 
dow draperies — had been 
installed in his apartment at 
FBI expense. 


Kelley promised to pay for 


the plywood valances, which 
he said were built for him in an 
FBI shop without his knowl- 
edge, and for any of the gifts 
which are found to have been 
improper: 


When White House Press 


Secretary Ron Nessen first an- 
nounced Ford's interest in the 
case he stressed that the Presi- 
dent "has complete faith in 
Clarence Kelley." 


Levi also praised the job 


Kelley is doing. 


"I think he has been doing 


an excellent job and I must 


say, I assume that when you 
refer to the FBI activities you 
must be aware of changes in 
the bureau," Levi told a news 
conference. 


Levi said there had been 


reports that .vere "not ac- 
curate" about recommenda- 
tions he had received from his 
staff. 


According to one report, a 


recommendation that Kelley 
be fired was made by John 
Dowd, head of a joint FBI- 
Justice Department task force, 
while Dowd's boss, Michael 
Shaheen Jr., recommended 
only a reprimand. 


"I don't think that is quite 


the case," Levi said. "All I 
want to say is, the general 
statement about the recom- 
mendations is not accurate. I 
couldn't take that as the total 
characterization."

Shaheen's job to make recom- 
mendations as hpnd of an of- 
fice of professional responsi- 
bility Levi created last year to 
investigate corruption within 
the department and its agen- 
cies.

Woodsman Spare That Tree.Jt May Have Gas 


SAN FRANCISCO (UP1) 


— Nobel Prize winning 
chemist Melvin Calvin wants 
to plant and farm experimen- 
tal "gasoline trees" in an arid 
area of Southern California. 


Calvin, who in 1961 dis- 


c o v e r e d 
t h e 
c o m p l e x 


chemistry of photosynthesis, 
says he believes gasoline for 
running cars and trucks can 
be produced in abundant 
quantity from certain plants. 


He told a meeting of the 


American Chemical Society 
Wednesday that such trees 


could 
grow in areas un- 


suitable for crops and esti- 
mates a possible 
gasoline 


yield of "25 barrels per acre 
per year." 


Tlie University of Califor- 


nia chemist says the fuel 
could be made from plants of 
the genus euphorbia, which 
produce a milky juice called 
latex — a hydrocarbon 
chemiciaily similar to petro- 
leum. 


He cited the rubber tree as 


an example of the family of 
plants that could be grown on 


oil plantations in the south- 
western United States and in 
other countries with tropical 
and temperate climates. 


The rubber tree, Calvin 


said, "produces hydrocarbon 
directly with an efficiency 
almost as great as sugar cane 
for making carbohydrate. 
Rubber, however, has a high 
molecular weight, causing it 
to coagulate and become sol- 
id. 


"If we could decipher that 


mechanism and control 'it so 
that we might 
create a 


s m a l l e r h y d r o c a r b o n 
molecule, we might be able to 
generate a gasoline tree," 
Calvin told his fellow 
chemists. 


He said 
the 
molecular 


weight of the hydrocarbon 
produced by the trees or 
shrubs selected would have to 
be reduced from about one 
million in the rubber tree to 
50,000 in order to develop the 
"gasoline tree." 


Some plants in the genus 


euphoria have molecular 
weights in below 50,000, he 


said. Among them are the 
lathyrus, a shrub that grow* 
well in Northern California, 
and tirucalli, another which 
flourishes in the hot, dry 
climate of Southern Califor- 
nia. 


Calvin is also studying n 


type of milk weed whose 
' " ' m i l k " 
i s o n e - t h i r d 


hydrocarbon and two-thirds 
water. In order to use it as 
fuel, the water would have to 
be 
removed. 
"This," 
he 


noted, "can be accomplished 
easily by physical or chemical 
methods."
